Team lines 
have been made, harness mended and 
any number of repair bills saved with 
strips of home-tanned hide, not to 
mention the usual contraptions with 
haywire. A pair of wooden hobby 
horses were the favorite toys in one 
home. When time is more plentiful 
than cash use time. There is a pecu- 
liar zest in using things one makes 
with his own hands.

Recipe For Tanning Beef or 
Moose Hides 


Thousands of tons of “King’s beef” 
have been eaten by homesteaders but 
too often the skins have been sacri- 
ficed. A fine moosehide was sent to 
a tannery. Report came back that it 
was not worth tanning. Wesley E. 
Warner, of the Fox Creek neighbor- 
hood, south of Rahab and Eaglesham, 
thought differently. He used a tan 
as follows: 

8 Ibs. salt; 4 Ibs. alum; % oz. salt- 
petre. 

Dissolve in sufficient water to well 
cover the hide. Best results are ob- 
tained if the solution is one-half 
strength at first, the balance to be 
added in three or four days, Time 
required in above is four weeks or 
longer, depending on desired softness 
of leather. 

He admits having three failures with 
this recipe in the case of old fat hides 
or hides rolled up with the animal 
heat in until the hair had started. 
From fresh hides he has made moose 
leather used for lines and articles of 
various descriptions. 

Mr. Warner does not like a sulphu- 
rie-acid tan, claiming that when the 
leather thus tanned becomes wet it 
will stretch to pleces. He finds a 
sulphuric-acid tan particularly bad for 
moose hides. 

For foot-wear leather (made from 
cattle hides), he removes the hide 
from the tan just as soon as the glassy 
streak in the centre disappears. A 
neighbor who once worked in a tan- 
nery claimed it should be removed 
when the glassy streak was still a 
wixteenth of an inch thick. This may 
he determined by cutting a strip off 
the edge of the thickest part of the 


hide.

It might be a long process for some 
of us to make ourselves “all face” 
even if modesty forbade not. Pneu- 
monia and other illness might follow 
injudicious attempts, but overdress- 
ing of ourselves and over-heating of 
our dwellings is certainly no kindness 
to our bodies, 


Grain Rations F or 
Fattening Cattle 


Many enquiries have come to this 
office regarding the methods used in 
starting cattle on feed, in the feed 
lot. The following outline is that 
used by the Boys Calif Club members 
last winter. It is given as a sugges- 
tion of one method that may be fol- 
lowed in putting cattle on feed. There 
are many other methods that may 
prove equally satisfactory. In the 
large feed lots through out the pro- 
vince where cattle are fed in large 
numbers the most common practice is 
to increase the grain ration gradually 
during the first three weeks until the 
eattle are beginning to leave chop in 
the troughs. It is at this time that 
the cattle are considered to be on full 
feed and the feed bunks or troughs 
are filled up and are then kept full 
until the end of the feeding period. 
to be fattened should 
go on feed immediately. Two year 
old steers require a feeding period of 
not less than ninety to one hundred 
and twenty days. Year-old steers 
will require to be fed an average of 
150 days and calves not less than 
180 days to get the desired finish, 


Whole oats are the best grains to 
begin with in starting calves or year- 
lings on feed. The following amounts 
are suggested: 

2 pounds of whole oats per day in 
two feeds for the first five days, 


4+ pounds of ground oats per day in 
two feeds until the end of the third 
week from the commencement of 
feeding. 


4 pounds of ground oats and one 
pound of ground barley or ground 
wheat per day during the fourth week 
of feeding. 

At the beginning of the’ second 
month the ration should consist of 4 
pounds of ground oats and two pounds 
of ground barley or wheat. This can 
be increased to eight pounds per head 
per day half oats and half barley or 
wheat coarsely ground. If the cattle 
are to be fed it is at this time that 
the grain ration can be increased until 
chop is being left in the troughs. It 
is at this time that the self feeder can 
be brought into use or the troughs 
filled with chop and kept full until 
the end of the feeding period. Self 
feeders proved very’ satisfactory 
where used last winter in this dis- 
trict. 

If ground flax is available it can 
be used to advantage to keep the 
cattle in better thrift and can be fed 
in the following amounts.

HOW FAR HONEY-BEES FLY 

Further answers to the question as 
to how far honey-bees fly are to be 
found in the publication of the results 
of extensive experiments which have 
been carried out in) Wyoming and 
Colorado. At the same time they con- 
firm the conclusions of the Dominion 
Apiarist that bees have a tendency to 


return to the same portion of a field! 


or to the same small field on succes- 
sive days for nectar and pollen, even

Estimates of vari- 
ous writers have placed the flight 


bees at distances of 
from one to seven or more miles, but 
little experimental evidence has been

When colonies were located on a 
prairie in Wyoming, during a dearth 
of nectar, it was found that the bees 
would fly only 1.5 miles for artificial 
stores and at least 3 miles for pollen 
and nectar, However, when 
were separated from a given nectar- 
producing area by rough country, with 
no other source of food intervening, 
they flew a maximum distance of at 
least 8.5 miles, 

Experiments on 
bees from apiaries 
nectar-producing area showed that 
bees have a tendency to fly in only 
one or two major lanes of flight, neg- 
lecting similar forage plants in other 
directions.

BREEDER GEESE IN WINTER 


During winter, breeding geese should 
be fed all the clover or alfalfa hay and 
roots they will eat, says the Dominion 
Poultry Husbandman, but grain should 
be fed sparingly (just a light feed 
morning and night). With regard to 
the grain, dependence should be 
placed largely on the coarse grains 
like oats and barley, only enough 
wheat and corn being allowed to add 
variety to the ration, As laying time 
approaches, a light mash may be add- 
ed and when the geese are laying 
fully, the mash feed may be increased.

It is not too much to say that the 
large quantities of improved seed 
produced in recent years in Canada 


for sowing on Canadian farms are the 
direct result of the Seed Crop Com- 
petitions, Neither is it difficult to 
visualize the @ffect on Canadian 
agriculture of thousands of farmers 
throughout Canada competing year 
after year in the production of seed 
of the highest quality in all the com- 
mon kinds of farm crops, 

Seed competitions originated in TSO 
when Dr. Jas, W. Robertson, then 
commissioner of agriculture and 
dairying of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, put aside $100 of his 
own money to offer in prizes to Cana- 
boys and girls who would send 
collections of the largest heads 
from the most vigorous plants of 
wheat and oats from their fathers’ 
farms. In the following year, Sir 
Wm. Macdonald of Montreal, with a 
plan for continuing and enlarging this 
organized encouragement of seed

for prizes. Thus began in 1900 the 
Macdonald-Robertson Grain Competi- 
jtion for boys and girls under 18 years 
of age living on Canadian farms 
Vifteen hundred boys and girls entered 
the competition the first year and 
eight hundred reported at the end of 
the year, 

Following the completion of three 
years of these competitions, the 
fathers of a number of the competitors 
themselves, and some of the competi- 
tors themselves, were organized in the 
Macdonald-Robertson Seed Growers, 
Association, which, in 1904, became 
the Canadian Seed Growers’ Associa- 
tion, the object of which has been to 
encourage the general use of improved 
seed with the view to increasing the 
yield and quality of the field crops of 
Canada, Two years later, in 
competitions in standing grain fields 
of grain of not less than ten acres 
were conducted for the first time in 
two agricultural societies in Manitoba, 
thirty-one in Saskatchewan and seven 
in Alberta, The Provincial Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for Saskatchewan 
provided a special grant of $100 to 
each of their agricultural societies 
which conducted a competition and 
the Provincial Department of Agricul- 
iture for Alberta reimbursed its agri- 
cutural societies to the amount of 
two-thirds of the money paid out by 


them on account of these field com- 
petitions, The Seed Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
as it does today, financially assisted 
the association to organize the com- 
petitions, and provided competent 
judges at no wort toe the agricultural 
societies, 


The judges, seventeen in all, selected 
for judging these first field competi- 
tions, met at Indian Head directly 
prior to starting out, to discuss mat- 
ters pertaining to the standards of 
excellence for fields of seed grain, and 
to accustom themselves to the use of 
score cards, by means of which the 
judging might be rendered uniform, 

The following year, 1907, the num- 
ber of agricultural societies conduct- 
ing field competitions had increased to 
60, of which 11 were in Ontario, one in 
Manitoba, 38 in Saskatchewan, and 10 
in Alberta, The number of field com- 
petitions grew to 120 in 1908 and in- 
cluded three in Prince Edward Island. 
By 1909 all the Maritime Provinces 
were participating. The total number 
of competitions increased to 300 in 
1912, when they were divided among 
all the provinces of the Dominion and 
when the variety of crops had been 
enlarged to include wheat, oats, bar- 
ley, flax, timothy and potatoes. In 
the same year the Ontario Vegetable 
Growers’ Association conducted com- 
petitions in potatoes, celery and 
onions, From then onward there was 
an almost uninterrupted increase in 
the number of these field crop com- 
petitions until 1920, when a total of 
612 were conducted throughout 
Canada, with practically all the kinds 
of crop common to Canadian agricul- 
ture. Since then these field crop 
competitions have continued to flour- 
ish, even since the advent of the more 
elaborate combined competitions,

ADVANCED SWINE REGISTRY 


Pigs Carry Genealogical Tree in Their 
Ears 


A list of qualified sows and boars 
under the Advanced Registry for Pure 
Bred Swine has just been issued by 
the Live Stock Branch of the Domi- 
nion Department of Agriculture, Since 
its inception in 1928 this policy, which 
aims to provide the swine industry 
with a system of pig testing organ- 
ized on a national basis, has enjoyed 
a very encouraging measure of sup- 
port from swine breeders in every 
province of Canada, Individual sows 
are tested for prolificacy, breeding 
qualities, and carcass quality; and 
minimum standards are provided un- 
der these headings as a_ basis of 
qualifying sows for advanced regis- 


| tration.

by means of tattooing on the ears, 
This work is carried out by officers of 
the Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, and by this means of identifica- 
tion the parentage of all pigs is guar- 
anteed.
